The 
biast furnaces and the xelsobalka |ilant were seriously damaged 
during the war. voviets stated that the otner plant parts suf- 
fered only slight damages. Two blast furnaces were again in 

. operation and threes additional blast furnaces were under con- 
struction. It was said that they were scheduled to be ready 
for operation by the 1949 October uevolution anniversary .
